Utica, N. Y., Oct. 31.—At his home 
In this city at 9:42 o’clock last night, 
James Schoolcraft Sherman, vice pres­ 
ident cf the United States, died. 
The 
vice president lapsed into a state ( f 
coma during the afternoon anti never 
rallied, gassing from unconscious!1.*1 
to death. 
His end was perfectly quiet. 
He 
died in the presence of his wife, her 
brother and sister, his two brothers 
and his three sons, and their wii\ s. 
He d5ed in an urn* nile coma. as the 
result of Bright's disease, heart dis­ 
ease and arterio sclerosis. 
The vice president was able to say 
a few words to his wife and Dr. Pee c 
during a few lucid moments in the 
morning, but never spoke thereafter. 
Mrs. Sherman is In a state of near col­ 
lapse as a result of lier husband's end, 
and Dr. Peck is ministering to her. 
while her three sons, Sherrill, Richard 
and Thomas, are seeking to comfort 
the grief-strirken woman. 
A message notifying Mr. Taft of the 
rice president's death was flashed a 
few minutes after the end came. 
Arrangements for the funeral are 
being made today. 
His last resting 
place will be in a magnificent mauso­ 
leum recently erected in Forest Hill 
cemetery* in this city. 
Jam es Ychoolcraft Sherman playe d 
an important part in Republican poli­ 
tics both in this state and in the na­ 
tion. 
He was always “regular” and 
always active. 
His political career be­ 
gan almost as soon as he was gradu­ 
ated from college, and he held office 
practically continuously for the last 
twenty-nine years. 
Mr. Sherman was born In New H art­ 
ford, a suburb of Utica, on Oft. 24, 
1855. 
Oddly enough his father. Gen­ 
eral Richard U. Sherman, and two 
brothers were rock riblied Democrats, 
one of 
his 
brothers being several 
tim* s Democratic mayor of Utica. Jim. 
as he liked to be called, “ flopped” over 
to the Republican side as a young man 
and. having made his decision, stayed 
put. 
He prepared for college at Whites­ 
town sem inary and entered Hamilton, 
where he was graduate*! in 18TS. 
He 
was admitted to the bar in 1880 and l»v 
then had attracted the attention of 
the local leaders, who made him coun­ 
ty chairman in Oneida. 
He made so 
goo*! ss county chairman that two 
years later he was elected mayor of 
Utica and w as the youngest mayor 
that city ever had 
After that his rise 
In politics was rapid. 
In 1892 he was 
sent as a delegate to the Republican 
national convention, and he was chair­ 
man of the Republican state conv* : 
Hons of 1895. 1900 and 1908. 
Prevl 
oualy, in 1887, he was elected to Inc 
Fiftieth congress, and he was re-elect 
ed to serve in the Kl ft* -first, Fift* 
fourth. Fift v fifth. 
Kift y sixth. 
Fifty - 
seventh. Fifty-eighth, Fifty-ninth ann 
Sixtieth eongn sses. 
In 1900 the Re­ 
publican senators caucus committee 
offered Mr. Sherman the office of aer* 
rotary of the senate, while he was 
•till a m em ber of the house of repr* 
tentative*, and a little later President 
McKinley offered him a post as one 
of the appraisers of th* port of New* 
York. 
But Mr. Sherman's constitu­ 
ents held a mass meeting and asked 
him to continue to represent them in 
congress, and he declined the presi­ 
dent’s offer. 
That same year he was 
for several davs a close rival of Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt for the nomination to 
the vice presidency. 
Mark Hanna, it 
was said, at one time looked favorably 
upon the claims of Mr. Sherman's 
friends. 
Mr. Sherman, however, stuck 
■to his congressional Job until he was 
nominated for the vice presidency and 
elected on the ticket with Mr. Taft in 
1908. to be renominated as President 
T ati’s running mate at Chicago this 
year. 
There was never any question of

popularity.

Because of his visit here a year 


ago Mr. Sherman was as well known 
here as any man of equal promin- 
ence in the United States. He was 
the guest of James E. Watson, one 
of his closest friends, here Octoher, 
10. ]911 and at that time prominent 
men of all parties were invited in to] 
meet the vice-president. 


Ruslmlle people were prepared for 


the announcement of his death this 
morning when they read last night's 
dispatches to the effect that his con- 
dition was critical and that his death 
was but a matter of a few hours. 


The acquaintance of many Rush- 


ville men with (he vice-president, and 
his vi=it here last fall, was due to the 
fact that James E. Watson was a 
resident of Rushville. 
Mr. Watson' 


nnd Mr. Sherman have been close! 
personal friends for a long period of 
years. 
Their companionship prob- 


ably was as marked as that between 
any other two men in public life in 
receijt years. 


They were first associated togeth- 


er in congress and came to know 
each other very well. A friendship 
was struck up at their first meeting 
which became-more enduring as time 
passed. They frequently met at po- 
litical meetings and conventions, and 


* in a number of occasions Mr. Wat- 
son has delivered campaign speeches 
in the vic-?-president's home city. 


Too. Mr. Watson has made spec- 


ial trips- to Utica to visit in the 
Sherman 
household. It was for 


this reason that Mr. Watson fre- 
quently urged his friend to come to 
Indiana and visit in Rushville. Sev- 
eral times the vice-president plan- 
ned a journey to this city but each 
time business or politics interfered. 


A year ago last August Mr. Wat- 


son announced that

FORTY-ONE MINOTES 


New Yorkers Welcime Roos- 


evelt Back. 


New York, Oct. 31.—Last night at 


Madison Square Garden Colonel Roos- 
evelt spoke to 15,000 people. They 
cheered him for precisely forty-one 
minutes and thirty seconds. 


There was no indication throughout 


this storm of applause that it was 
anything but spontaneous. It was ili- 
rected at Colonel Roosevelt himnelf. 
Oscar S. Straus and Governor Johnson 
of California, the other speakers, re- 
ceived a hearty welcome from the 
crowd, but it was Theodore Roosevelt 
who drew out burst after burst of 
cheering and shout after shout of 
greeting. No one forgot that the col- 
onel had been in great danger and was 
back among his people again. 


Throughout the long tumult Colonel 


Roosevelt stood at the front of the 
platform looking out on the cheering 
audience. The strain showed itself in 
his face, which was not as full as when 
New York saw him before his wound. 
By the end of half an hour his face 
was gleaming with perspiration and 
his jaws were snapping nervously, as 
though he were bent upon keeping 
himself in trim for the speech. 


But it was clear that he was enjoy- 


ing the thunderous reception. Tinif 
and again his face broke into smile? 
and up would go his left arm in greet- 
ing to his friends. He made no effort 
to use his right hand at all, but a ges- 
ture from the left was enough to set 
the crowd into uproar after uproar. 
Once in a while he would turn from 
facing the audience, while the singing 
or cheering in his honor, and would 
drop a quick comment to Senator Dix- 
on or Governor Johnson, who were 
standing near him on the platform. 
It did not take a knowledge of lip 
reading to know that the colonel was 
Baying that it was a fine meeting.

his speech, his voice rang as clear and 
his accents were as firm as ever.

McNamara was forced to tell the jury 
that he got possession of JVlcNamara's 
checkbook and eancelled" checks and 
that he had destroyed them. He said 
that he took possession of McNama- 
ra's private papers, including the blue 
checkbook and some cancelled checks, 
and took them with him to California 
when he went there before McNamara 
pleaded guilty. His client asked him. 
he said, to destroy the checks and 
book and he had done so. 


Judge Anderson questioned the wit- 


ness as to his knowledge of McMani- 
gal's confession before he destroyed 
the checks, and Rappaport admitted 
that the confession, had been made, 
but said he did not know Its full im- 
port. The district attorney endeav- 
ored to get an admission from the wit- 
nest that some of the checks repre- 
sented payments to McManigal, but 
his memory was defective. 


Robert J. Foster, a detective for the 


Erectors' association, testified to many 
conversations with Herbert S. Hockin 
and told the jury how he had arranged 
with Hockin to get books and papers 
from the iron workers' office and how 
he had superintended putting the dic- 
tograph under the desk of President 
Ryan.

POPULAR VERDICT AGAINST ROOSEVELT 


In every state In which the people have had an opportunity to 


express their sentiment since the nomination of President Taft, the 
verdict has been adverse to Colonel Roosevelt and has demonstrated 
the Increasing disintegration and eventual collapse of the third party. 


The results of the regular and primary elections thus far held 


offer convincing evidence of the steadily decreasing strength of the 
third term candidate. 


REGULAR ELECTIONS. 


VERMONT—The Roosevelt ticket polled only about 15,000 votes 


and was third In the race. 


MAINE—There was no Progressive ticket and the united Repub- 


licans overcame a Democratic plurality of nearly 9,000 of two years 
ago, elected their gubernatorial ticket by a plurality of 4,000 and 
gained a congressman. 


PRIMARY ELECTIONS. 


MICHIGAN—The third term party had a full primary election 


ticket in the field but polled only about 8,000 votes out of a total of 
150,000. In one county where the election officers were asked for 
8,0000 Roosevelt tickets only 189 votes were cast. 


MINNESOTA—The Republicans nominated their governor and 


United States senator, together with other officers. The third party 
ticket made a poor showing. 


WASHINGTON—The Roosevelt ticket received about 25,000 votes 


out of 300,000. The Republican vote was greater than the Roosevelt 
and Democratic vote combined. 


COLORADO—The Republicans nominated their gubernatorial 


ticket over the Progressive opposition. 


CALIFORNIA—Last May the Roosevelt vote in the primaries 


showed 77,000 majority. In the September primaries the Roosevelt 
majority was less than 3,000.

Distinguished Patient's Last 


Hours Peaceful, 


MR. AND MRS. SHERMAN 


Deceaied Vice President 
and Wife Who Survives. 


PASSES 
AWAY AS IN SLEEP

In this city at 9:42 o'clock last night,' 
James Schoolcraft Sherman, vice pres-, 
Ident cf the United States, died. The ! 


vice president lapsed into a state cf j 
coma during the afternoon and never 
rallied, passing from unconsciousness 
to death.

His end was perfectly quiet. 
He 


died in the presence of his wife, her I 
brother and sister, his two brothers 
and his three sons, and their wives, j 
He died in an uraemic coma, as the ' 
result of Bright's disease, heart dis-1 
ease and arterio sclerosis.

The vice president was able to say ! 


a few words to his wife and Dr. Pec'.c' 
during a few lucid moments in the \ 
morning, but never spoke thereafter. | 
Mrs. Sherman is In a state of near col-! 
lapse as a result of her husband's end, j 
and Dr. Peck is ministering to her. i 
while her three sons, Sherrili, Richard j 
and Thomas, are seeking to comfort 
the grief-stricken woman.

James Schoolcraft Sherman played 


an important part in Republican poli- 
tics both in this state and in the na- j 
tlon. 
He was always "regular" and j 


always active. His political career be- j 
gan almost as soon as he was gradu- j 
ated from college, and he held office . 
practically continuously for the last, 
twenty-nine years. 
j 


Mr. Sherman was born In New Hart- > 


ford, a suburb of JJtica, on Oct. 24. i 
ISSii. 
Oddly enough his father. Gen- j 


eral Richard U. Sherman, and two. 
brothers were rock ribbed Democrats.' 
one 
of his brothers being several , 


times Democratic mayor of Utica. Jim. j 
as he liked to be called, "flopped" over j 
to the Republican side as a young man ! 
and, having made his decision, stayed | 
put. 
I 


He prepared for college at Whites- i 


town seminary and entered Hamilton, j 
where he was graduated in 1S7S. He 
was admitted to the bar in 1SSO and by | 
then had attracted the attention of 
the local leaders, who made him coun- 
ty chairman in Oneida. He made so 
good as county chairman that two 
years later he was elected mayor of 
Dtica and was the youngest mayor 
that city ever had. After that his rise 
In politics was rapid. In 1S92 ne was 
sent as a delegate to the Republican 
national convention, and he was chair- 
man of the Republican state conven- 
tions of 1S9T>. 1900 and 190S. 
Previ- 


ously, in 1SS7, he wa-s elected to the 
Fiftieth congress, and he was re-elect- 
ed to serve in the Fifty-first, Fifty- 
fourth. Fifty-fifth. 
Fifty-sixth, 
Fifty- j 


seventh, Fifty-eighth, Fifty-ninth anfi j 
Sixtieth congresses. In 1900 the Ke- 
puhlican senators caucus committee 
offered Mr. Sherman the office of sec- 
retary of the senate, wliile he was 
still a member of the house of repre- 
sentatives, and a little later President 
McKinley offered him a post as one 
of the appraisers of the port of New 
York. 
But Mr. Sherman's constitu- 


ents held a mass meeting and asked 
him to continue to represent them in 
congress, and he declined the presi- 
dent's offer. That same year he was 
for several days a close rival of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt for the nomination to 
•the vice presidency. Mark Hanna. it 
was said, at one time looked favorably 
-upon the claims of Mr. Sherman's 
•friends. Mr. Sherman, however, stuck 
•to his congressional job until he was 
nominated for the vice presidency and 
elected on the ticket with Mr. Taft in 
190S. to be renominated as President 
Tart's running mate at Chicago this 
year. 


There v.-ns never any question of 


Mr. Sherman's personal popularity. 
He h-irt a host of friends among the 
Democrats as well as in his own party 
at Washington. He radiated good na- 
ture ami the familiar smile won him 
the name cf "Sunny Jim." He was a 
big man. tipping the scales at about 
225 pounds. Ke was an enthusiastic 
golfer and baseball fan. 


Mr. Shem-.an was as shrewd a busi- 


ness man as he wr.s a politician, and 
he was never so busy In public affairs 
as to forget to attend to things at 
home. 
He was interested in many 


manufacturing concerns and was pres- 
ident of the i:tica Trust and Deposit 
company and the New Hartford Can- 
ning company. He was a member of 
the Metropolitan club of Washington 
and the Union League. Republican end 
Transportation clubs of New York.

London. Oct. 31.—The Turks say 


that their troops have made a sally 
from bottled up Adrianople. 
They 


broke out from the suburbs to the 
southwest of the city and say they 
headed toward Maras. The Ottomans 
say that -1,000 Bulgarians were cut to 
pieces by tho charge of the sultan's 
men and were driven back to Komal- 
teui. six miles to the south of the city. 


The correspondents with the Bui- 


gars, on the other hand, send word 
that Adrianople still suffers from the 
shells of the artillery thrown from a 
lofty summit overlooking the city.

ceived the news of .Vice President 
Sherman's death last night, President 
Taft was much affected. The president 
was seated at the banquet table In the 
Thirteenth regiment armory, Brook- 
lyn, as the chief guest of the navy yard 
employes after the launching of the 
new battleship New York. The mes- 
sage was brought to him' by a secret 
service man. 


"Oh, 
my God!" he exclaimed. Then 


he told those nearest to him of the 
death of Mr. Sherman. Tears sprang 
to his eyes and he stared straight 
ahead. 
\Yhen the Brooklyn navy 


yard's constructor, who was speaking 
at the time, finished his speech, the 
president arose. With a voice that 
quivered with emotion, he said: 


"My frienos, three years ago, at the 


launching of the Florida, you all met 
the 
vice president of the 
United 


States. 
Word has just come to me 


that he is dead. 


"Those who knew him loved him. 


His death is a great loss to all. I ven- 
ture therefore to ask you all that this 
meeting he adjourned in honor of his 
memory." 


As the president ceased speaking all 


arose, with heads bowed, and quietly 
passed out of the armory. 


The president, greatly affected, went 


slowly away on the arm of Secretary 
of the Navy Meyer. 
He reached the 


Pennsylvania railroad station at 10:35 
o'clock-and went directly to his pri- 
vate car. Half an hour later he issued 
a statement highly eulogistic of Mr. 
Sherman's character and work.
